e Pending inventory: The Commission has 707 cases pending; the average age of cases in the agency is
283 days.

Monthly reports: Executive Director Sneirson discussed reporting on Commission activities from December:

e Personnel: No new activity.
e Compliance: Since the last meeting, there were two unsuccessful conciliations and no successful
conciliations. Five reasonable-grounds cases remain in active conciliation.
e The following cases were successfully conciliated.
o New Charges: 34 new charges filed.
© Administrative Dismissals: 32 administrative dismissals.
o There were 13 predetermination settlements with benefits of $142,000 to complainants.

She also noted that
the Commission is leading an effort to bring civil rights groups in Maine together to form a statewide
anti-hate/anti-bias group, with a first meeting later this month.

Agencies subjected Tyler Young to a hostile work environment on the basis of his sex and reasonable grounds to
believe that American Income Life and Laura Fisher Agencies constructively discharged Tyler Young. 5 in favor | 0
opposed.

E16-0021: Thomas T. Wheatley (Westbrook) v. L.L. Bean (Freeport). Complainant was not present. Commissioner
Whitworth moved, seconded by Commissioner Helberg, to find no reasonable grounds to believe that Respondent L.L.
Bean retaliated against Complainant Thomas T. Wheatley for engaging in WP A-protected activity. 5 in favor | 0
opposed.

E16-0275: Monica Gray (Hermon) v. Acadia Hospital (Bangor). Complainant was not present. Commissioner
Oettinger moved, seconded by Commissioner Whitworth, to find no reasonable grounds to believe that Respondent
Acadia Hospital discriminated against Complainant Monica Gray by discharging her on the basis of disability. 5 in
favor | 0 opposed.

E16-0493: Richard A. MacEwen (Wells) v. Anthem, Inc. (Indianapolis, IN). Complainant was not present.
Commissioner Norman moved, seconded by Commissioner Whitworth, to find no reasonable grounds to believe that
Richard MacEwen was subjected to unlawful disability discrimination in employment (reasonable accommodation) by
Anthem Inc, Jeff Spahr, Sharlmane Brown, or John Thorpe and to find no reasonable grounds to believe that Richard
MacEwen was subjected to unlawful retaliation in violation of the MHRA by Anthem Inc, Jeff Spahr, Sharlmane
Brown, or John Thorpe. 5 in favor | 0 opposed.

At 8:53 PM, Commissioner Helberg moved, seconded by Commissioner Norman, to go into executive session
to discuss pending or contemplated litigation and the Commission’s legal rights and duties with Commission
Counsel pursuant 1 M.R.S. §405(6)(E).

At approximately 9:10 PM, Commissioner Helberg moved, seconded by Commissioner Whitworth, to come
out of executive session. 5 in favor | 0 opposed.

Commissioner Whitworth moved, seconded by Commissioner Helberg, that the Commission should proceed
with litigation in the reasonable-grounds case McLellan v. Quirk Auto Group (E15-0354) and should not
proceed with litigation in the reasonable-grounds cases Duboise v. University of Southern Maine (E15-0408)
and Artkop v. SOM/Department of Inland Fisheries & Wildlife (E15-0361). 5 in favor | 0 opposed.
